Gentlemen : 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual 
audit  and  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of 
Holderness  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31, 
1949,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance 
with  the  vote  of  the  Town. 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  audit  and  examination  were  the 
accounts  and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds  and  Treasurer  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Financial  Statements 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets 

Dec.  31,  1948  -  Dec.  31,  1949:  (Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31, 
1948  and  December  31,  1949,  are  presented  in  Exhibit 
A.  As  indicated  therein  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  changed  from  a  Surplus  of  $8,129.25  to  a  Net 
Debt  of  $8,582.24  during  the  year  1949. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition 

(Exhibit  A-l) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of 
the  Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-l,  with 
the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein. 
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Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and 

Expenditures— Estmated  and  Actual  Revenues: 

(Exhibits  3  &  C) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  ex- 
penditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1949,  are  presented  in  Ex- 
hibits B  and  C.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary 
(Exhibit  C),  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropria- 
tions of  $2,068.17,  plus  a  net  revenue  surplus  of  $997.- 
84,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $3,066.01. 

Statement  of  Long  Term  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  D) 

A  statement  of  long  term  indebtedness  as  of  De- 
cember 31,  1949,  showing  annual  debt  service  require- 
ments, is  contained)  in  Exhibit  D. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1949,  made  up  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts, 
is  included  in  Exhibit  E.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  bal- 
ance, as  of  December  31,  1949,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit 
E-l. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials 
charged  with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of 
public  funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and 
cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting  in- 
voices and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as 
possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  veri- 
fied. Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with 
reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  ob- 
tained from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncol- 
lected taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent 
taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 
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General  Comments 

Accounts  Receivable  -  State  of  New  Hampshire : 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  there  were 
on  December  31,  1949,  certain  accounts  receivable  by 
the  Town  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  in- 
dicated by  the  Balance  Sheet,  Exhibit  A.  These  were 
as  follows:

Excess  Remittance  to  State  Account 

Special  Poll  Taxes  51.00 

Application  should  be  made  to  the  State,  on  the 
proper  forms,  for  reimbursement  on  account  of  pay- 
ment of  bounties  as  above  stated.  Likewise  a  request 
should  be  made  to  the  State  Treasurer  for  a  refund  on 
account  of  the  excess  payment  by  the  Town  of  special 
poll  taxes. 

Classification  of  Highway  Expenditures: 

It  is  recommended  that  more  attention  be  given 
to  the  classification  of  highway  expenditures,  particu- 
larly to  the  proper  allocation  of  expenditures  on  ac- 
count of  "Town  Maintenance"  and  "Town  Construc- 
tion." 

Conclusion : 

The  accounts  of  the  town  officials  which  we  ex- 
amined were  found  in  good  order  and  the  accounting 
procedure  conformed  to  the  uniform  system  prescribed 
by  this  Division. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the 
Laws  of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of 
its  essential  features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  an- 
nual town  report. 
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We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town 
of  Holderness  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of 
the  audit.
